Metal Market and Daily Iron & Steel 
Report will review the steel and iron 
trade tomonow as follows: 


Mill and fumace operations have in- 


creased somewhat and it may be es- 
timated that the iron and steel indus- 
try is operating at not less than about 
95 per cent of its capacity, an opera- j 
tlon decidedly better than was hoped 
for by the great majority in the in- 
dustry three months ago. The most 
strenuous efforts are being made to 
improve conditions still further, but 
of greater importance is the avoid- 
ance- as far as possible of the slow- 
ing down in output that has always 
occurred in the hot weather. Ten or 
fifteen per cent curtailment has fre- 
quently occurred in. July and August 
and mill managers are studying how 
much of this may be found avoidable 
when the need of maximum produc- 
tion is so exceptional. Roughly speak- 
ing, production is now about 10 per 
cent in excess of the average output, 
in 1916 and 1917. 


The joint committee of representa- 


tives of the government and the steel 
industry, appointed May 17 to arrive 
at a clearer statement of the war 
needs and the possible supplies, is 
undoubtedly .making progress but no 
definite information is given out, and

William Potter, fuel 
administrator 


(or Pennsylvania., has announced the 
organization of the Fuel Conservation 
Board, composed o£ men who are ex- 
perts in the use of fuel for Industrial 
purposes, to begin work (in June 1 on 
the fuel conservation plan, recently 
announced by Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field. In his announcement Adminis- 
trator Potter says: 


"The policy of the Administration's 


Conservation Division will be to aid 
all industrial consumers ot coal to 
obtain from the steam generating ap- 
paratus the maximum production in 
their industries with a minimum use 
of coal. 


"It is the intention of the Adminis- 


tration to classify on its lecords all 
industrial plants according to the data 
compiled from a questionnaire which 
will be sent all manufacturers supple- 
mented by expert inspection hy rep- 
resentatives o£ the conservation di- 
vision. 


"The conservation board has en- 


dorsed and adopted the questionnaire 
formulated by the National Adminis- 
tration, under the supervision of David 
Moffat Myers, consulting engineer of 
New York City. 
The questionnaire 


contains a series of questions, ans- 
wers to which will indicate the ratio 
of consumption of coal to the steam 
utilized. 


"Although the administration board 


Is eloth'ed with authority that enables 
them to arbitrarily withhold coal from 
certain industries, there is no inten- 
tion of taking any such action at pres- 
ent. The immediate intent 
of the 


board is to say to manufacturers, in 
effect: There is a possibility that your 
fuel consumption can be reduced at a 
financial saving to you. We are most 
anxious to help you affect a saving in 
fuel. May we be permitted to advise 
you? 


"Twenty plants of the Philadelphia 


industrial district, which extends a 
radius ot 30 miles from City Hall on 
this side of the Delaware, 'will be 
chosen June 1st as the first group to 
be surveyed in the hope of being able 
to suggest economies. 


"A state advisory engineer, with two 


assistants, to conduct this work, will 
be appointed. While several names 
are under consideration, no one has 
yet been definitely decided upon 
the salaries are not as large as men 
of the type required, usually command 


"The urgent need of real conserva- 


tion in the consumption of fuel in 
this territory is indicated by the fact 
tnat railroads are not now, neither do 
their managers hold out any hope thai 
they will in the future, be able to de- 
liver larger tonnage than current de- 
liveries of fuel in the manufacturing 
district east ot Altoona, extending to 
the Atlantic seaboard. 


"It, therefore, follows I bat snch ex- 


tensions as are being made to factories 
today, and such additional factories 


- as may be located in this territory, at 


a later period- during the war, musi 
obtain their coal, If at all, at the ex- 


' penae of industries of lesser import- 


ance or through the savings effected 
in the operation of existing plants. 


"It Is the earnest desire and object 


of this administration to maintain in 
operation every factory that can be 
kept in operation without hindering 
the successful prosecution of the war 
It Is realized by this administration 
that to keep every person in employ- 
ment is an essential social factor. 


"The Federal government has lai( 


upon the Fuel Administrator of Penn- 
sylvania the duty of insuring that 
such fuel as is used for fndnstrial par. 
poses is used with the utmost possibl 
economy. This duty the Administrator 
will endeavor to fully meet. It is his 
hope to secure the cooperation of all 
industrial fuel users in this effort to 
economize the use of this prime neces- 
sity of war. Such cooperation wil 
bring about the end it is the Adminis- 
tration's duty and purpose to attain 
with the-least friction and at the ear- 
liest'day possible. 


"This administration extends a cor- 


dial invitation to Pennsylvanians for 
suggestions that may enhance 
the 


\alue.of conservation work, so thai 
the measure of efficiency may be held 
at -a high standard.

The principle of the basic, eight- 


lour day is recognized, but owing

ually reduced and overtime Is to be 
paid pro rata; future adjustments of 
pay are to be made on the basis of 
eight hours. 


In addition to tae ordinary scale of 


increase, day laborers, 
employed 


mainly on track work, are to get at, 
least two and one-half cents an hour j 
more than they received last Decem- 
ber 31. 


A'minimum of 55 cents an hour is 


established for the shop trades, in- 
cluding machinists, boHennokers and 
blacksmiths. 


Women are to receiijfiHhe same pay 


as men for the same work, and ne- 
groes are to get the same as white 
men for similar employment. 


Men working on the monthly, daily, 


tionrly, 
piecework and train-mile 


basis will benefit by the new allow- 
ances, and members of the four lead- 
ing railway brotherhoods whose pay 
was raised through operation of the 
Adam so a act are to receive from 10 
to 40 per cent additional, a smaller 
increase than they had asked of rail- 
roads shortly before the government 
took control. The director general 
decided that reductions in hoars since 
1915 are not to be regarded as in- 
creases in pay. This means that the 
brotherhood employes will receive in- 
creases over those provided by the 
Adam3on act but, as stated, less than 
had been asked. 


In announcing his decision. Director 


General McAdoo appealed to railroad 
employes to forget dissensions and 
disappointments arising under private 
control, and to remember that the 
success of the war depends largely on 
their services.

Federal Board lor Tocatlonal Educa- 


tion Preparing Comrjes of Study 


for SUte Schools. 


A war-em«rgency course to train 


conscripted men for machine-shop oc- 
cupations, btecksouthing. sheet-metal 
working, and pipe fitting has been pre- 
pared by the Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education and will be distribut- 
ed to the schools 
throughout the 


country as soon as It can be printed. 
It is known as Bulletin No. 8. 


"There is a critical and constantly 


growing need for many thousands ot 
mechanics and technicians for Army 
occupations carried on In and behind 
the lines of U>e United States Army,' 
declares the Board ' for Vocational 
Education. "Many of these workers, 
already experienced in similar occu- 
pations of civil life, will be secured 
through the dralt 
and 
possibly 


through voluntary enlistment. It Is 
recognized by those in a position to 
know that the quotas thus obtained 
will not be sufficient, and that it v 
he necesary to give special training 
to many thousands of men for various 
occupations and in various waysrThe 
War Department has" taken definite 
steps to provide for this training sya 
tematicaily through Army schools and 
in some instances at cantonments, but 
largely at the industrial, trade, and 
engineering schools of the country." 


The Federal Board for Vocational 


Education is acting for the War De- 
partment in preparing these courses 
of study and in dealing with the state 
authorities In charge of _the school 
work. Men who take these courses, 
It is declared, "should not be led to 
believe that they are 
learning 
a 


trade. They are-serving their coun- 
try by learning to do a special job 
well, though to some 
extent this 


training may be beneficial to them 
in after life."

Bui soon the 60 to 
T pounds of blankets, medical eq.uip- 
ient and other miscellany that we 
jried in our packs began to pull, 
IB balmy air brought out the per- 
plratlon m gently flowing streatn- 
3ts, and the singing and whistling 
hat were heard when we first got 
'Ut of the city proper, stopped Mur- 
nurs of protest, expressed in vigorous 
phrases, when somebody stepped Into 
in unseen mudnole, took the place 
ol the more joyous sounds, and the 
command, "Halt!" which came once 
in a while when the detachment ahead 
of us were held up got to be very 
welcome. Every so often our outfit 
would lag behind, ,vhen the order, 
"double time," would he given in 
what was intended to be a cheery tone 
of voice. How much we relished these 
admonitions to speedier travel can 
well be imagined, especially when we 
were beginning to feel that we could 
not go a step farther. 
But nobody 


fell out and the three mile march 
finally came to an end.

At the British and American "T" we 
drank tea and cocoa, ate the dry cakes 
and thin sandwiches which they sold, 
one to a mac, between 6 and 9 A. M., 
and talked with the Tommies. 
The 


English soldiers proed a delight. 
Most of them were not very talkatlye 
but occasionally we met with some 
who were willing,to tell us of their 
service in the war.' In return we gave 
them glowing accounts of the enor- 
mous urmies Uncle Sam is raising and 
recounted the thrills of our passage 
through the submarine zone 
There, 


at least, we had something on the 
Britls-aers. 
They hadn't come 3,500 


miles over a path scoured' by the 
kaiser's undersea monsters 
They 


had only to cross some 30 miles ol 
ocean in tlh. English channel. 


We spent two days at this" camp. 


Then came another camping up, the 
same long march back to the docks—• 
this time hi the daytime with a hot 
sun melting pounds off us—and the 
embarkation 
on a cattle boat for 


France. 


.We didn't figure on spending the en- 


tire night crossing the narrow bit of 
ocean that separates England from 
France. On the map it seems as 
though they almost 
touch, and we 


thought that even 
In war time it 


ought not to take more than three or 
four hours. We started at about 6 
o'clock, and most of us figured on 
embarkin'g.

from 10 (o 12 o'clock.

Part of this time was in a 
hospital m England, aud he spoks 
highly of the comforts of home which 
are afforded soldiers by the Red Cross 
organization.

Touching on the early days of the 


war, Lieutenant Heinzman, to show 
the unproparedness of England, said 
the British army had only four shells 
a day to a gun, and but five pieces 
of heavy artillery to a division of 
troops 
These guns wore captured by 


the Germans, lour being retaken later 
by the Canadians, and aie now used 


using it again until 4 or 5 o clock in 
the morning. Four of five o'clock in 
the morning! 


That meant speeding 
the whole 


night on the boat. Where would we 
sleep* Just then we noticed that It 
was getting 
chilly. 
Other 
fellows 


were picking out nooks on the deck, 
m boi.es, back of the hatches, in be- 
tween the "donkeys"—anywhere. For 
a time we all huddled together back 
ot a sort of cabin on the forward 
deck. wltt. heads pillowed on our 
packs and feet interlocked we tried to 
sleep. Wp had gotten away with ft 
on the tent floor», why not this? But 


as anti-aircraft guns In London, Be- 
cause of the superior prepared 
of the Germans every shell sent Into 
their lines by the Canadians was an- 
swered by 10 or 20 from German guns. 


Lieutenant Hemzman gained his 


baptism ot fire in the battle of Ypres 
w ben, by almost superhuman efforts 
tho hastili 
mobilized British 
and 


Canadian troops prevented the Ger- 
mans from breaking through to the 
channel ports In their first drive for 
that objective. During this battle the 
Germans made use of chlorine gas for 
the first time, having previously ex- 
perimented upon civilians in French 
and Delgiaa towns, resulting In the 
death of 1,700 old men, women, aud 
children. 


\S hen the first gas attack was made 


the Canadians and tho Turcos, who 
occupied the next section of the front, 
were wholly unprepared to withstand 
It. The Turcos and their French of- 
flcers were virtually annihilated by 
the gas. and a wide gap was made la 
the* line. It fell to the Canadians to 
close this gap which, had it not been 
closed, would have permitted the Ger- 
mans to get Into the rear of the Brit- 
ish lines and resulted in practical de- 
struction of it.
